Applicants argue (page 12, paragraph 2, Paper No. 10) that organosilicate is not 
disclosed by Ritter who discloses a filler. This is not persuasive because Ritter (page 22, claim 
1, of English translation) teaches (claimed) alkali-silicate (water glass). 

It is examiner's position that instant claims are obvious^tter in view of Maaihashi. 

Newly amended claims 18-20 and 25-30 are also rejectable under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph for failing to convey what precisely falls within their scope. They appear to be 
translations of a foreign language, not conforming to current US practice.
